A near-disastrous blaze destroy­ 
ed a huge tanker truck loaded 
with highly flammable liquid To­ 
luene yesterday noon inside the 
Hercules 
Powder 
Company’s 
chemical plant on Neck Road in 
Burlington Township, N.J. 


Only two workers, employed in 
the plant, suffered slight injury 
while battling the roaring flames 
that sent great clouds of heavy 
black smoke over the plant area. 


Two huge 12,000 . gallon stor­ 
age tanks filled with propane gas 
and less than six feet from the 
flaming truck, escaped becoming 
ignited because of the efforts of 
plant fire-fighters and volunteer 
firemen from 
Burlington Town­ 
ship and Burlington City. 


Driver Safe 
Christopher Griffo, driver of the 
tanker who escaped injury, said 
he had driven the truck into the 
plant yard and was just starting 
to connect the pipeline used to 
unload the liquid chemical into a 
storage tank when the 
vehicle 
burst into a mass of flames. 
Several workmen at the scene 
turned in an alarm that brought 
the plant’s emergency fire-fighting 
crews into action. 
The automatic sprinkler system 
covering the two tanks containing 
the propane gas were set-off by 
the intense heat from the burn­ 
ing chemicals, creating a cooling 
effect on the tanks. 
Only Slight Interruption 
Although most of the company's 
working personnel were ordered 
out of the main plant area for 
their own safety, the fire caused 
only a slight interruption in pro­ 
duction operations, according to 
Wilbur Taylor, director of person­ 
nel. 
Plant officials were unable to 
estimate damages other than the 
tank-truck owned by the Matlack 
Trucking Company and its load 
of Toulene, which were 
totally 
destroyed. 
Hundreds of spectators were at­ 
tracted by the heavy smoke, and 
watched the firemen battle the 
fire.
